During  the  year,  37  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  2  for  chemical  examination..  It  will  be  noted  from  the  table  of 
results  appended  that  samples  from  the  outlets  of  the  Ball  Beard  filters 
were  all  satisfactory  a  nd  that  the  samples  taken  on  the  district  supplied 
by  the  Ball  Beard,  from  consumers'  taps ,  were  satisfactory,  excepting  three 
out  of  four  of  those  taken  on  Buxton  Road* 

The  samples  from  the  outlet  of  the  Lowleighton  filters  were 
satisfactory  in  2  out  of  5  samples  taken;  while  of  those  on  the  district 
supply  from  Lowleighton,  four  out  of  11  were  unsatisfactory,  3  out  of  4 
being  taken  at  the  Hague  Bar  School  near  the  termination  of  the  main.  Oir- 
sample  taken  from  the  Moorlands  Supply  \^as  unsatisfactory,  2  others  were 
satisfactory.

The  above  carcases  were  examined  in  the  Co-operative  Slaughterhouse, 
New  Mills,  now  controlled  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood,  This  slaughterhouse, 
is  the  Central  Slaughterhouse  for  the  Rural  District  of  Chapel-en-le -Frith, 
and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Whaley  Bridge  and  New  Mills  and.  the  Borough  of

SECTION  F  -  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS

The  District  is  f  or  tuna  te  in  having  this  year  a  low  incidence  of 
infectious  diseases .  There  were  only  3  cases  of  diphtheria,  these 

occurring  in  persons  who  had.  not  been  immunised*  There  were  LO  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fbver.  There  were  very  few  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping 

Cough e 

IMMUNISATION. 


Considerable  progress  was  made  In  immunisation  during  the  year, 
fairly  large  numbers  of  children  being  innoculated  at  the  Iii^h  Lee  Hall 
Clinic,  First  Aid  Post  and  by  Doctors  privately  at  their  surgeries. 

Of  children  under  five  years  of  age,  163  were  immunised,  and  of 
those  between  5  and  15  years,  257  were  immunised* 

On  December  31st,  1942,  it  was  estimated  that  44.7^  of  the 
children  under  5  years  of  age;  and  77.75J&  of  the  children  between  5  and 
15  years  had  been  immunised.  The  figures  of  the  second  group  (5-15 
years)  are  satisfactory  but  in  the  first  group  (under  5  years)  these 
figures,  though  showing  considerable  improvement,  are  not  high  enough  and 
greater  efforts  are  Indicated  to  induce  parents  of  these  children  to  have 
their  children  immunised.
